FOREWORD

Te visitor to Daisy Hill Farm arrives at his destination keenly sensible 


of the occasion and its promise of adventure. The house itself stands in 

a spacious park and, externally, borrows much from the quiet dignity of 
Mount Vernon. Upon entering the stone-flagged hall, one is immediately con- 
fronted with the series of seven softly lighted paintings attributed to Birch and 
depicting Commodore Perry’s brilliant victory on Lake Erie. A few paces bring 
us to the great hall, or Ship Room, to give it its proper name. This immense 
chamber with its hand-hewn ceiling timbers, richly carved oak furniture, and 
splendid Persian carpets, presents a picture of Tudor splendor, while around 
the walls are hung paintings portraying prominent men, or dramatic and color- 
ful events in American history. 

Retracing our steps, we find opening off the hall a series of small rooms 
in the charming intimate arrangement of the old English manor houses. First, 
the Dickens’ Room, a small library, with its mementoes and souvenirs of the 
great English novelist; then the study and the billiard room; and on the 
left, a cheerfully lighted small dining-room, its beautiful Colonial mahogany 
appointments set off to advantage against a pale green background. This 
brings us to the Banqueting Hall dominated by the great table which boasts 
eighty-four beautifully turned stationary and gated legs in the Jacobean style, 
and which stands on a splendid hand-knotted Majorca carpet. Adjoining is a 
many-windowed small dining-room with a blue and white color scheme into 
which the fine collection of American historical blue Staffordshire china, dis- 
played in alcoves, fits perfectly. 

The north wing, as well as the entire second floor, is devoted to the bed- 
rooms. Here we find the spirit of Colonial America recaptured in stately 
canopied bedsteads with brilliantly patterned chintz and quilted coverlets, and 
superb hooked rugs. Bureaus, desks, tables, and secretaries in honey-colored 
cherry and maple or rich mahogany abound, with here and there a sample of 
the robust humor of the great English eighteenth century satirist, Thomas 
Rowlandson, flavoring the feast. 

I have, in the above paragraphs, sketched briefly the outline of a scene 
rich with possibilities for the collector, as the catalogue will show. In a setting 
which constitutes a tribute to the good taste of two of the most romantic figures 
in the financial history of this country, the friends of the Parke-Bernet Galleries 


are assured a cordial welcome.
